In discussing the u s e of hostages tho 
German War Hook (Kriegsbraueh im 
Lnndkriogo) says: 
"By hostages are understood those 
persons who, as security or bail for 
tile fulfillment of treaties, promises, or 
other claims, are taken or detained by 
the opposing state or its army. 
Their 
provision has been less usual in re­ 
rent wars, as a result of which some 
professors of the law of nations have 
wrongly decided that the taking of 
hostages has disappeared from the 
practice of civilized nations.

"A new application of 'hostage right’ 
was practiced by tile German staff in 
Hic War of I‘<70. when it compelled 
lending citizens from French 
towns 
and villages to accompany trains and 
locomotives iii order to protect the 
railway eornmunleatlons which were 
threatened by the people. 
Since the 
lives of peaceable Inhabitants were, 
without any fault on their part, there­ 
by exposed to grave danger, 
every 
writer outside Germany has stigma­ 
tized lids measure as contrary to tho 
law of nations and as unjustified to­ 
wards the inhabitants of the country.*' 
Clung to Frightfulness. 
Although their deeds In the Frnnoo- 
Prnsslnn war had 
been 
universally 
condemned, as they themselves adm it­ 
ted, the lea d er s did 
not 
Intend 
to 
abandon such a 
useful 
measure of 
fright fulness. 
In 
I .’Interpret#* 
Mili­ 
t a t e the forms were provid ed #«»r such 
net* In the next w ar. 
Hoth hi Belgium 
and In France the German* have con­ 
stantly used hostages. 
The evidence 
is contained In the proclamation* of 
the governing authorities and also In 
the diaries of the German soldiers. 
A 
few examples from these will illus­ 
trate tie* system which was employed. 
A specimen of the arbitrariness and 
cruelty is furnished by the proclama­ 
tion of Major Dieckmtinn, from which 
tile following sections arc presented: 
"Aff-r P a. rn. on the Till Septem­ 
ber. I will permit the houses In Hevtie- 
Heusny. Grlv* enee, and Bojs-de-Breux 
to be inhabited by the persons who 
lived in them formerly, as long as 
these persons are not forbidden to fre­ 
quent these localities by official pro­ 
hibition. 
Prominent People Hostage*. 
"In order to he sure that the above- 
mcntloned penult will not he abused, 
the burgomasters of Bey rn*-He ti say and 
of Grivegtiee must Immediately pre­ 
pare lists of prominent persons who 
will be held as hostages for *21 hours 
each at Fort bicron. 
September (I. 
1914, for the first time (the period of 
detention shall be) from 6 p. rn. until 
September 7 at midday. 
"Tile life of th e se h o s ta g e s d e p e n d s 
on the population of the above-men­ 
tioned communes remaining quiet un­ 
der nil circumstances. 
"During th e night if is severely for­ 
bidden to show any luminous signals. 
Bicycles are permitted only between 7 
a. rn. and 5 p . iii. (German time). 
"From the list uH ch Is submitted to 
mc I shall designate prominent |>er- 
sons who shall 
hostages from noon 
of one day until the following midday. 
If tho substitute is nut there in due 
time. the. hostage must remain anoth­ 
er 24 hours ut the fort. 
After these 
24 hours the hostage will Incur the 
penalty of death, if the substitute falls 
to appear, 
"Priests, burgomasters, and the oth­ 
er members cif the council are to be 
taken first as hostages. 
"I Insist that all civilians who move 
about

their respect to the German officer* by 
taking oft their hilts, or lifting their 
hands to their heads In military salute. 
Iii case of doubt, every German sol­ 
dier must he saluted. 
Anyone who 
does not do this must expect the Ger­ 
man military to make themselves re­ 
spected by every means." 
Hold Sm all Nation* Have No Rights. 
"The fate that Belgium has call**! 
down it {ion herself Is hard for the in­ 
dividual, hut not too bani for this po­ 
litical structure GRaatsgebtlde), for 
the destinies of the immortal great na­ 
tions stand so til sh that they cannot 
but have the rfght, in case of need. to 
stride over existence that cannot de­ 
fend themselves, but live, as parasites, 
upon tho rivalries of the great."—Prof. 
H. Onck<gi. in Suddeutsehe Mon&tsheft, 
(South German Monthly.) 
Would they have dared to defend 
such a policy lf they could have sgen 
the announcement sent out by the par­ 
ish of St. llHdelin with its silent elo­ 
quence ?

Hostages’ L K e s Hung by Thread. 
“ In order to insure sufficiently the 
safety of our troops anti the tranquil­ 
ity of tin* population of Reims, the 
persons mentioned have been seized 
as hostages by the commander of the 
German army.

be shot if there is the least disorder. 
<m the other hand, if the town re­ 
mains perfectly calm and quiet these 
hostages 
and 
Inhabitants 
will 
he 
placed tinder flu* protection of the 
German army. 
"TH E GENERAL COMMANDING. 
"Reims, 12th September, 1914." 
Beneath 
this 
proclamation 
there 
were posted the mimes of SI hostages 
and a statement that others had also 
been seized as hostages. 
The lives of 
itll 
these men depended 
In 
reality 
upon the Interpretation which the Ger­ 
man military authorities might give to 
the elastic phrase, "the least disorder,” 
In the proclamation. 
Hugh Gibson, in a Journal from our 
Legation in Belgium, page 1S4, explains 
what was likely to happen : 
"Another thing Is, that on entering 
n town. they hold the burgomaster, the 
prom rear du rol, and other authorities 
as hostages to insure good behavior by 
the population. 
Of course, the hood­ 
lum class would like nothing better 
than to see their natural enemies, the 
defenders of law and order. Ignomini­ 
ously shot, and they do not restrain 
themselves a hit on account of the 
hostages." 
Diary of Bombardier Wetzel. 
“Aug. 3th. 
First fight and set fin1 
to several villages. 
"Aug. 9th. 
Returned to old quar­ 
ters; there we searched all the houses 
and shot the mayor aud shot one man 
down from the chimney pot, and then 
we a ’ain set tire to the village. 
"On th<‘ I St!» August Letnlle (?) cap­ 
tured IO men with three priests be­ 
cause they have shot down from the 
church tower. They were brought into 
lite village of Ste. Marie. 
“Oct. nth. 
We wen* in quarters in 
the evening nt WUIekninm. Lieutenant 
Radfcls was quartered In the mayor’s 
house and there had 
two prisoners 
(tied together) on a short whip, and in 
case Anything happened they were to 
Im* killed 
"Oct. 11th. 
We had no fight, but we 
caught about 20 men arui shot them. 
(From the dairy of Bombardier Wetzel. 
Second Mounted Battery, First Kur- 
hessfan Field Artillery, Regiment No, 
ll.)" 
The Germans also found it con 
lenient on many occasions to secure 
civilians, hoth men and women, who 
could be forced to m ard i or stand In 
front of the troops, so that the country­ 
men of the civilians would la* com­ 
pelled first to kill their own people lf 
they 
resisted 
the 
Germans. 
This 
usage Is Illustrated in the following: 


Letter of Lieutenant Eberlein. 
“October 7, 1914. 
"But we arrested three other civil­ 
ians, and then I had a brilliant idea. 
We gave them chairs, and we then or­ 
dered them to go and sit out in the 
middle of the street. 
On their part, 
pitiful entreaties; on ours, a few blows 
from the butt end of the rifle. 
Little 
by little one becomes terribly callous 
at this business. 
At Inst they were 
all seated outside in the street. 
I liq 
not know what anguished prayers they 
may have said hut I noticed that their 
hand* were convulsively clasped the 
whole time. I pith'd these fellow*, but 
the method was Immediately effective. 
"The flank 
fin* from 
the houses 
quickly diminished, so thnt we were 
able to occupy the opposite house and 
thus to dominate the principal street. 
Every living being who showed himself 
In the street was shot. 
The artillery 
on its side had done good work all this 
time, and when, toward seven o’clock 
in the evening, the brigade advanced 
to the assault to relieve us I xvas in 
a position to report that Saint Dir 
had been cleared of the enemy. 
"Later on I learned that the reg! 
ment of reserve which entered Saint 
Die further to the north had tried the 
same experiment. 
T he four civilians 
whom they bud compelled In the same 
way to sit out In 
the street were 
killed by French bullets. I myself saw 
them lying In the middle of the street 
near the hospital.

Countries Come To 
Agreement 
On 
W ar Aims. 
London, Jan. IO. 
Reuters’, Limited, 
learns from a Czech source that the 
imperial German chancellor, Count von 
Hertling, and the Austro-Flun~-.trim 
minister of foreign affairs. Count Czer- 
nin, arrived at an agreem ent in De­ 
cember whereby Austria-Hungary en­ 
gages to support the German view re 
gar ding Alsace-Lorraine and the Ger­ 
man colonies and Germany engages to 
support the Austrian view preserving 
the integrity of the dual monarchy and 
the Austro-Hungarian aspirations re­ 
garding the Czechs, Southern 
Slavs, 
and other nationalities, namely, that 
no tights be granted to tin* various 
nationalities except in a lawful way 
which will not permit those peoples to 
separate from the monarchy, and also 
that after the war Albania, Montene­ 
gro and Serbia alia ll he annexed to 
■\ustro Hungary, 
but 
preserve their 
outward autonomy. 
Concerning other war aims. 
Ger­ 
many and Austria, according to this 
information, agree to study them in 
common and in the event of disagree­ 
ment. each reserves freedom of de­ 
cision.
